Hiring of applicant formerly General Coumsel of a
sub-camnittee of the Rouse aittee on Expenditures

in the Executive Departments.

1. A request has been reeceived from the Chief of Person-
nel as to whether it would be possible to hire an spplieant who
until quite recently served as the General Qounsel of a sib-
comnittee of the House Committes on Expenditures in the Execu-
tive Departments.

2. The question hes been raised due to Sesction 20 (g)
of the Legislative Reorganization Act of 1045, whish states thai,

"No individual who is employed as a profes-
sional staff member of any committee as provided
in this section shall be eligible for appointment
to any office or position in the executive branch
of the Government for a pericd of ome ysar after
he shall have ceased bto be such & mewber.”

S. Mr. Alfred Klein, Chief Law Offiser of the Civ:l
Service Commisaicn, has informed me unofficially that the (om-
mission's position is that this prohibition is intended only
to reagh permansnt proressionel staff mesbers of staniing
committees (env in Seetion 202 (a) of the Act), amd not
to the professi stall members of ~committess or special
Congressional committees whose temure of office is generally
considered to be temporary. The basis of distinction lies In
the congept of the Act that the four professicnal staff members
should be permenent smployees as éistinguished from the tem.
porary nature of sub-committee ateffs.

4. A check of the Digest Section of the Generel Account.
ing Cffice reveals that therc has been no deeision by the QAD
on this subject up to the nresent time.

5. For these reascns there are no legal objections at
the present time to the employment of the applieant indicsted
in paragraph 1.
